PLAN FOR NEW 
MEDICAL CENTRE

A NEW medical centre could 
be built in Stourbridge. 

Revelan Group Limited have sub¬ 
mitted plans to Dudley Council for 
a medical centre on empty land in 
Bradley Road. 

It would include theatre suites, an outpa¬ 
tients department, along with theatre, day case 
and physiotherapy suites, plus administration 
and office space for staff. Parking spaces will 
also be provided for patients and staff. 

It would also see flood alleviation works car¬ 
ried out to the River Stour, as the site is located 
in close proximity to the river’s flood zone, 
which would see work to widen the river. 

The site is currently vacant having been pre¬ 
viously occupied by commercial buildings, that 
have since been demolished. It is not yet known 
how many jobs would be created, if the medical 
centre is given the go ahead. 

Wollaston and Stourbridge Town ward coun¬ 
cillor Nicolas Barlow said it was great news to 
see this kind of investment in Stourbridge but 
was also concerned that an increase in traffic 
in that area could add to existing congestion on 
the A491 High Street. 

Neglected 

Councillor Barlow said: “I think this is an 
excellent proposal, revitalising a long-neglected 
part of Stourbridge. It is great to see a high-pro¬ 
file company focused on developing and not just 
for housing. We need to see more investment in 
and around Stourbridge like this. 

“Naturally, any development will have to 
bear in mind the nature of the site being near 
to the River Stour and the Stourbridge Canal 
but anything along here is going to be a vast 
improvement to what is already here. 

“One factor we have to consider, is the in¬ 
creased level of traffic along dead-end roads in 
that vicinity and an already congested A491. I 
cannot see how the council’s Highways Officers 
can improve the roads without some additional 
support from Highways England.” 

A design and access statement, submitted 
with the application, states: “The proposed de¬ 
velopment will seek to provide a new high qual¬ 
ity, facility for the delivery of medical services 
within the local community. 

“The hours of operation will be 12 hours a 
day, six days a week. It will be open 8am to 8pm 
Monday to Saturday and closed on Sunday.”

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Tunisia attack families to sue TUI

FAMILIES of the Tunisia terror 
attack victims are suing travel 
agent TUI. 

Thirty British tourists were 
murdered in the attack - including 
three members of the same Black 
Country family. 

Legal firm Irwin Mitchell has 
served formal court papers against 
TUI on behalf of the families of 22 
of the victims. The case centres on 
security at the Imperial Marhaba 
Hotel in Sousse and an alleged 
lack of travel safety information 
presented to customers. 


At the conclusion of the six- 
week inquest into the deaths last 
year, coroner Judge Nicholas 
Loraine-Smith did reject sugges¬ 
tions ‘neglect’ by travel companies 
played any part in the deaths. 

But the inquest, which ruled the 
victims were unlawfully killed, re¬ 
vealed security guards at the hotel 
were poorly trained and there was 
limited CCTV coverage. 

Following the hearing, Suzy 
Evans, from Wednesbury, said 
she planned to launch civil action 
against TUI. Her 19-year-old son 


Joel, her brother Adrian Evans and 
father Patrick Evans, were victims. 
Youngest son Owen, then 16, sur¬ 
vived the attack in June 2015. 

Kylie Hutchison, a specialist per¬ 
sonal injury lawyer at Irwin Mitch¬ 
ell, said: “We have now served 
formal civil proceedings on TUI 
claiming damages.” 

A TUI spokesman said: “As this 
is now subject to legal proceedings 
it would be inappropriate to com¬ 
ment further at this stage, except 
to say we will fully cooperate with 
the judicial process.” 


Public space protection 
order may be extended 


A PUBLIC space protection or¬ 
der (PSPO) could be brought in 
across the whole of a Dudley 
borough, under new plans being 
considered by the council. 

Council bosses at a recent meet¬ 
ing said they will ‘seriously’ consid¬ 
er extending a PSPO currently in in 
force at Fens Pool Nature Reserve to 
combat anti-social behaviour and the 
use of illegal off-road bikes into a bor¬ 
ough-wide scheme. 

More than 2,000 people signed Dudley 
South MP Mike Wood’s petition earlier 
this year, which he presented to the House 
of Commons in February, calling for the 
PSPO. The move was originally started by 
Councillor Karen Shakespeare. 

Councillor David Stanley was concerned 
they biker yobs would just move to another 
area of the borough. He said: “I think it 
would make common sense to do the whole 
of the borough with this public space pro¬ 
tection order, so we don’t just move them 
from one place to another. 

“Perhaps we could look at doing a blan¬ 
ket public space protection order for the 
whole of the borough like our neighbours 
have donein Sandwell. If they can do it I am 
sure Dudley can.” 

Pilot 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cabinet 
member for environmental services, said 
the move was something the authority 
would ‘seriously’ consider moving forward, 
describing the current PSPO as a ‘pilot 
scheme’. 

“Obtaining the order is not the difficult 
part, it is the enforcement which is the dif¬ 
ficult part and that is the part which the 
police undertakes,” he said. 

“Certainly it is a good idea. We want to 
look into that but it is important that we 
obtain the police’s view and make sure they 
are on board when this order is taken fur¬ 
ther. 

“We will look into it seriously.”

A BLACK Country company be¬ 
lieves it has a solution to the hous¬ 
ing crisis - factory-built homes 
that roll off the production line. 

They come with fitted kitchens 
and bathrooms, ready to be plugged 
in when they reach the building 
site. 

Two factories in the region could 
now be turned over to full-time 
production of the homes, churning 
out 1,000 a year and creating up to 
700 new jobs. 

Backed by the owners of the two 


factories - one in Cradley Heath 
and the other in Tyseley in Bir¬ 
mingham - Totally Modular, which 
is based in Cradley, aims to become 
the first privately-owned company 
in the West Midlands making 
ready-to-go homes. 

Completed units can be carried 
to building sites on the back of 
a lorry and craned into position, 
ready to have plumbing and other 
services connected and carpets laid 
and leaving them ready to move 
into just a week after arrival. 


Currently Totally Modular is 
geared up to make the homes at its 
base on the Cradley Business Park, 
where managing director John 
Connolly’s Kingfisher steel fabrica¬ 
tion business is based. 

Mr Connolly said his partners 
at construction company ALS, in 
Birmingham, are ready to convert 
their premises as part of plans to 
create a housebuilding business 
across both sites employing up to 
900 people that could produce up to 
1,000 two-bedroom homes a year.

Brexit delays debate in 
Commons on knife law 


DEBATE over Brexit has delayed a 
new law designed to clamp down 
on knife crime - just days after fatal 
stabbings in Brierley Hill and Wol¬ 
verhampton. 

The landmark Offensive Weapons Bill 
was due to go before the House of Com¬ 
mons on Monday. 

The legislation aims to introduce strict laws 
on the sale, delivery and possession of knives. 
It comes after an investigation by The Chron¬ 
icle’s sister newspaper, the Express & Star, 
revealed that a loop¬ 
hole in the law meant 
machetes with 20-inch 
blades could be bought. 

Richard Helm, 37, 
was killed in Wolver¬ 
hampton on Friday, 
and Christopher Harm, 
28, from Gateshead, 
was stabbed to death in 
Brierley Hill during the 
early hours of Saturday 
- taking the number of 
people knifed to death across the West Mid¬ 
lands to 13 this year. 

But the latest stage of the bill had to be post¬ 
poned at the last minute - to a date yet to be 
set - so MPs could debate Brexit developments. 

Mike Wood, Conservative MP for Dudley 
South, said tougher laws were ‘vital’ in the 
crackdown on knife crime. He added: “There 
are some knives that can only be used for vi¬ 
olence. We need to take them off our streets.” 

The legislation places a ban on the posses¬ 
sion of so-called ‘zombie’ knives, reclassifies 
certain firearms as ‘prohibited’ and addresses 
acid attacks by introducing an offence of pos¬ 
sessing a corrosive substance in a public place. 

Christopher Harm died at Engine Lane, 
Brierley Hill, from a single stab wound. His 
family said in a statement: “A loving son, dad 
and brother gone so tragically and a family left 
in pieces forever.” 

Glen Elvin, aged 25, of no fixed address, has 
been charged with Mr Harm’s murder.

Eldest resident Albert dies at 108

ONE of the Black Country’s old¬ 
est residents, ‘a devoted family 
man’, has died at the age of 108. 

Albert Taylor, from Kingswin¬ 
ford, was among the five oldest 
men in the UK. Born in Catshill 
in 1910, he lived through both 
world wars, knew a time before 
television, saw England lift the 


World Cup and watched 25 Prime 
Ministers come and go. He was 
the eldest and last surviving of 
seven children and lived in King¬ 
swinford for more than 50 years. 

Mr Taylor was taken in to Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital in Dudley with 
a chest infection before contract¬ 
ing pneumonia. He died on Friday 


more than five months after turn¬ 
ing 108 in May. 

Mr Taylor left school at 14 to 
work at Stewarts Glassworks in 
Amblecote as a toolmaker. 

He had two sons, Robert and 
Roger, with his late wife Mary, 
and has three grandsons, Andrew, 
Simon and Richard.

Neighbouring trust to 
help hospital improve

HEALTH bosses have brought 
in a neighbouring hospital 
trust to support improve¬ 
ments at Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital’s crisis-hit accident and 
emergency department.

It comes after health watchdog the 
Care Quality Commission (CQC) said 
they remained ‘extremely concerned’ 
over care at the emergency depart¬ 
ment at Russells Hall Hospital, giving 
it a rating of ‘inadequate’. 

In a highly critical report, inspec¬ 
tors reported that some staff had told 
them they would not be happy sending 
members of their own family to Rus¬ 
sells Hall Hospital. 

Advising 

It is now understood that staff from 
New Cross Hospital in Wolverhampton 
have been sent to Russells Hall to help 
with sepsis management, while some 
of its physicians are advising the Dud¬ 
ley trust’s emergency department. 

Diane Wake, chief executive of the 
Dudley trust, said: “We recognise the 
need to make the changes necessary at 
pace and have liaised with The Royal 
Wolverhampton NHS Trust, recently 
rated as ‘good’ by the Care Quality 
Commission, to share best practice as 
well as quality improvement method¬ 
ology. 

“We are pleased Royal Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Trust has agreed to work with us 
to complement the existing support we 
have for our emergency department.” 

A spokesman for the Royal Wol¬ 
verhampton Trust confirmed it was 
providing the Dudley Group NHS 
Foundation Trust with support. 


Ex-constable is lucky to be alive

A RETIRED policeman was 
left for dead after he was 
knocked off his bicycle in a 
hit-and-run incident near 
Hagley. 

Neil Corlett was struck by 
a black Mercedes in Stack- 
enbridge Lane on Septem¬ 
ber 26. 

Cars swerved around Mr 
Corlett, aged 70, from Kin- 
ver, and he had to crawl to 
the side of the road before 
anyone stopped to help him. 
He had an injured shoulder 
and ribs. 

Mr Corlett said: “You 
could hear him coming, he 
was travelling quite quickly. 
There was no rhyme or rea¬ 
son to it. He hit the bike in 
the back and there was this 
immense impact. All I re¬ 
member is hitting the Tar¬ 
mac with a sickening thud. 

“He did not stop. I actu¬ 
ally thought I had broken 
my back. I was then aware of 
two other cars that swerved 
around me, I thought I was 
going to die. 

The former West Mid¬ 
lands Police constable had 
to muster his strength to 
crawl across the road onto a 
grassy verge, out of the way 
of oncoming traffic. 

Police and paramedics 
arrived and Mr Corlett was 
taken to Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital. He added: “I am ex¬ 
tremely lucky, I came out of 
it. I am just bemused why it 
happened. The amount of 
road rage towards cyclists 
beggars belief.” 


Bid to create 
new cemetery 
thrown out 
by planners 

A PLAN to create a huge burial 
ground near Halfpenny Green airfield 
has been thrown out due to concerns 
over the green belt. 

A cemetery with space for more 
than 5,000 plots was earmarked for 
the site off Six Ashes Road, near Bob- 
bington, but the proposal has been 
refused by planning bosses at South 
Staffordshire Council. 

It was hoped the move would create 
much-needed burial space, serving 
the needs of Dudley. Stourbridge and 
Wolverhampton. 

But Four Ashes Estate, which 
lodged the application, could now 
be forced to go back to the drawing 
board. 

Planners said the cemetery bid did 
not meet the ‘very special circum¬ 
stances’ needed to build on green belt 
land, while there were also concerns 
it would lead to more traffic going 
through the village. 

Documents submitted with the 
plans said the development would 
have provided a ‘privately-owned, 
multi-faith place of natural burial 
to cater for present and anticipated 
shortfalls of natural burial grounds 
within the region’, including up to 
5,200 plots. 

A council report outlining the rea¬ 
sons for refusal said: “The proposed 
development is contrary to policies of 
the core strategy and would introduce 
a new burial site in a fairly remote lo¬ 
cation which would be heavily reliant 
on car use. Insufficient information 
has been provided to determine the 
impact of the proposed development 
on the public highway.” 


Travellers on town 
centre car park 

A GROUP of travellers moved onto a 
car park in Dudley town centre at the 
weekend. 

The caravans arrived at the Flood 
Street car park late on Saturday and 
into the early hours of Sunday morn¬ 
ing. 

A Dudley Council spokesman said 
they are currently trying to find a 
solution to have the travellers moved 
off as soon as possible. 

One resident said there were 
around 15 caravans, lorries and cars 
occupying part of the car park. 

St Thomas’s ward Councillor 
Shaukat Ali said he believed they 
were the same group who had previ¬ 
ously been at Lister Road. 

He said: “We are working with the 
council to get them moved on as soon 
as possible.”

Council tax rise likely under new bosses

COUNCIL tax could rise by as much 
as 4.5 per cent in Dudley after the 
new Labour leadership said they were 
unlikely to scrap a planned increase 
next year. 

New council leader Pete Lowe 
stressed that the authority needs to 
raise more money to ensure frontline 
services are protected. 

But it would be the second big rise 
in as many years as council tax was 
increased by 4.5 per cent earlier this 
year. 

Households are being warned to 
brace themselves for another steep 


hike next spring, which would equate 
to around £50 extra for the average 
household. 

Councillor Lowe said decisions on 
the budget had not yet been finalised 
but admitted it was likely they would 
stick to the planned council tax rise 
formulated by the previous Conserv¬ 
ative administration. 

Authorities can increase council 
tax for frontline services by three per 
cent, any more and they would have 
to call a referendum. However, extra 
increases can be added to fund social 
care. 


Councillor Lowe said: “I have made 
clear that is our preference to con¬ 
tinue council tax at the current rate 
and there has been nothing to radi¬ 
cally alter that plan. 

“The budget was moved by the 
Conservatives in February for the 
next three years and I can’t think we 
would radically change that. What we 
have got to do is look towards an area 
where we raise revenue in order to 
protect services.” 

Dudley Conservative group leader 
Patrick Harley called for cross-party 
discussion before decisions are made.

Dudley borough risks 
being 'traveller capital' 


DUDLEY will become the ‘traveller 
capital of the Black Country’ if plans 
for a temporary site in Coseley are 
delayed, a councillor has warned. 

Conservative councillor Simon Phipps 
criticised the new Labour leaders of Dud¬ 
ley Council over their pledge to review 
the controversial plans for the transit site 
at Budden Road. 

Speaking at the first meeting of the full coun¬ 
cil since Labour regained control, the Belle 
Vale ward councillor said traveller groups had 
caused chaos across Dudley and any delay in 
creating a dedicated site would put all of the 
borough’s open spaces at risk. 

Councillor Phipps said: “Wolverhampton 
Council has obtained an injunction to prevent 
travellers accessing over 60 sites in their bor¬ 
ough. Dudley, under the new administration, 
has now pledged to review its own travellers’ 
transit site, which was not only approved by a 
committee of councillors but also approved by 
the Secretary of State. 

Evictions 

“Some travellers groups have caused chaos 
on our parks and open spaces, they have en¬ 
gaged the council in a costly game of cat and 
mouse across the borough, leaving the tax 
payer to pay for their repeated evictions and 
subsequent clear up. With Wolverhampton, 
Walsall and Sandwell all taking measures to 
prevent illegal traveller encampments, any 
delay to our transit site could make Dudley the 
traveller capital of the Black Country. 

Councillor Gaye Partridge, cabinet member 
for housing, said a full written response would 
be issued. She added: “Any actions that have 
been taken by this administration are not 
intended to cause any kind of delay. We will 
always prioritise the needs of our local commu¬ 
nities.” 

There has been opposition to the Budden 
Road site from residents and businesses but 
those supporting the site argue that providing 
the facility would mean the local authority has 
more power to move groups off sites that are 
illegally occupied.

Frazzled? 
Yes I am 
with talk 
on climate 

HERE we go again. A new report, which 
says temperatures have risen by one 
degree centigrade since the start of the 
Industrial Revolution, warns of dire con¬ 
sequences unless we take drastic action. 

Now I was a little surprised we are com¬ 
paring meteorological data with that of 
the pre-industrial world, mainly because 
I would have thought it was the Industrial 
Revolution which gave us the technology 
to compile such measurements. 

While the Industrial Revolution has 
no official start date, historians seem to 
regard it as sometime around 1760, or 
maybe with the start of construction of 
the Iron Bridge in 1777. 

In context, Gabriel Farenheit invented 
the thermometer in 1714, and the cen¬ 
tigrade scale favoured by the climate 
scientists arrived in 1743. It seems rea¬ 
sonable, therefore, to suggest that clima¬ 
tology was in its infancy during Abraham 
Darby’s day. In which case, one might 
wonder how accurate this early equip¬ 
ment would be, and whether contrasting 
today’s climate data with that of the mid- 
1700s is particularly helpful. 

Anyhow, no sooner was the ink dry on 
the report, the usual voices in the London 
bubble started lecturing us how we must 
radically change our lifestyles if we are 
not to be frazzled like barbecued bacon. 
A writer in The Guardian told us to stop 
eating meat - or beef and milk at the very 
least. And, of course, use public trans¬ 
port to get to work. 

Always eager to oblige, I went on to the 
excellent Network West Midlands Jour¬ 
ney Planner website to plot my new com¬ 
mute. Choosing the fastest, rather than 
the greenest option - sorry, but we’ve all 
got to start somewhere - it calculated that 
to arrive at my desk for 8.30am, I would 
need to leave home at 5.06am. The jour¬ 
ney involves two buses, one train, and 38 
minutes walking between various points. 

This is instead of a normal 45-60 min¬ 
ute drive in the car, depending on road¬ 
works. It seems to me that if the pow- 
ers-that-be want to reduce the carbon 
footprint of my journey to work, there are 
two options. 

They could build an HS3 line through 
Himley, Wombourne, Trysull and Patting- 
ham, but I suspect this would be neither 
popular nor environmentally friendly. 

Or they could spend a bit on widen¬ 
ing the roads - maybe even removing a 
few bus lanes? - so those of us with no 
choice but to use our cars spend less 
time belching out fumes while stuck in 
traffic. This won’t satisfy the desires of 
The Guardian’s hair-shirt brigade.

Victims can 
come face- 
to-face with 


criminals 


VICTIMS of serious crime will be given the 
chance to come face-to-face with the crimi¬ 
nals who offended against them under a new 
£1.4 million project. 

West Midlands Police has launched a restorative 
justice scheme, in a move crime commissioner David 
Jamieson says will help victims recover, as well as 
helping to change offend¬ 


ers’ behaviour. 

It will be offered only once 
an offender has been con¬ 
victed, and the process will 
be voluntary for both crim¬ 
inals and victims. 

Mr Jamieson said he de¬ 
cided to roll out the scheme 
after hearing the story of 
Janika Cartwright, who was 
stabbed eight times by her 
former partner, Leon Harri¬ 
son, while she sat in her car 
outside a Birmingham gym 
with her nine-month-old 
baby on the back seat. 

Despite one of the stab- 
bings piercing her heart, Ms 
Cartwright, who was preg¬ 
nant at the time, survived 
and took part in a restor¬ 
ative justice programme, 
meeting Harrison in prison 
where he is serving seven 
and a half years. She said:

“Being stabbed repeatedly 
by the man I loved was the 
most terrifying experience. 
I thought I was going to die. 

“As I recovered from open 
heart surgery I soon realised 
the wounds from that after¬ 
noon weren’t just physical. 
They were going to have a 
lasting psychological impact 
too. That is why I fought to 
get the answers from the 
person who tried to kill me. 

“I felt it would help me 
come to terms with what 
had happened. Restora¬ 
tive justice gave me some 
closure. Without it I can’t 
imagine how I would have 
come to terms with what 
happened.” 

The three-year scheme 
will be run by Remedi, a 
West Midlands based group.

Satellite technology to 
identify water leaks

WATER company Severn 
Trent has invested in drone 
and satellite technology as 
it pledges to reduce leaks by 
15 per cent by 2025. 

It comes as MPs call for tough¬ 
er targets for cutting leaks after 
figures showed a ‘shocking’ three 
billion litres are lost each day. 

Water industry targets to reduce 
leakage by 15 per cent by 2025 are ‘not 
ambitious enough’, said the House of 
Commons Environment Committee. 

Pressure on companies to act should 
be increased by bringing forward from 
2050 to 2040 the goal of halving the 
amount of water lost, said the commit¬ 
tee in a report. 

The report also backed new pow¬ 
ers for water companies to introduce 
compulsory metering, even though it 
could lead to ‘significant’ bill increases 
in some areas. 

Gushed 

Earlier this year there was a huge 
flood in Wednesbury, on Leabrook 
North Road. Some 10 million litres of 
water gushed out of a pipe and spread 
over roads, gardens and into houses 
and nearby businesses after being 
damaged by contractors installing an 
electricity cable.One woman was res¬ 
cued from a house and another man 
broke a wrist after falling down a hole. 

Stuart Henry, for Severn Trent, 
said: “Over the last decade we’ve re¬ 
duced leakage by 20 per cent and are 
looking to reduce it by a further 15 per 
cent in the five years to 2025. 

“We have invested in drone and sat¬ 
ellite technology to help us spot leaks 
and have announced multi-million 
pound plans to install new monitors 
and pressure devices in our pipes to 
help prevent bursts before they occur.” 


WEST Midlands Ambulance Service 
is set to become the first University 
NHS Foundation Trust in the country. 

A consultation will be held by the 
West Midlands Ambulance Service 
NHS Foundation Trust over the 
planned changes, which would only af¬ 
fect its name, to mark its partnership 
with the University of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. 

The cost of implementation will be 


‘minimal’ and an agreement will be 
signed to use the title ‘university’ in 
the trust name if the consultation is 
positive.” 

Consultation runs to October 26. 

Trust chairman Sir Graham Mel- 
drum said: “This is an exciting devel¬ 
opment that allows us to articulate our 
position in the ambulance sector going 
forward.”

Call to sort recycling to save costs 


HOUSEHOLDS have been warned 
to separate their own recycling by 
council chiefs who claim it is costing 
too much time and money for council 
staff to sort. 

Bosses at Dudley Council say not 
enough people are sorting the rubbish 
themselves, which causes problems 
when the recycling is sent off. 

The practice of co-mingling, where 
households do not separate recycling, 
has been hitting the headlines re¬ 
cently for having an negative impact 
on the environment. 

Council bosses have pledged to con¬ 
tinue to collect separated waste only. 
Where mixed recycling is collected, it 
has to be sorted, which takes time, 
costs more money to transport and 
can cause cross contamination reduc¬ 
ing the quality of recycled items. Dud¬ 
ley Council collects sorted recycling to 
avoid this. 

Residents can recycle plastic bot¬ 
tles, tins, jam jar lids, aerosols, drinks 
and food cans in their green bag, while 
glass bottles and jars are collected in 
black boxes. They are asked to recycle 
paper and card, including newspa¬ 
pers, magazines, junk mail, telephone 
directories, cereal boxes, greeting 
cards, ready meal sleeves, cardboard 
egg boxes and brown corrugated card¬ 
board in their blue bag. 

The council does not collect lower 
grade plastics such as plastic trays for 
meat or fruit, plastic tubs for mar¬ 
garine and ice cream, yoghurt pots, 
flower pots, and plastic film.

Advice is also tailored towards car¬ 
ers and family members and Anna is 
supported by trained volunteers who 
man the stands with her. 

“We want to engage with them as 
close to diagnosis as possible to make 
sure they can benefit from the support 
sooner. We talk to a lot of patients and 
we have found that they see us a life¬ 
line.” 

She is urging people to support 
Pancreatic Cancer Awareness Month 
in November.

Leader hits out at lack 
of Games social homes

£ 60 m swim centre legacy 


THE number of homes built 
for the 2022 Commonwealth 
Games development and 
then turned into social or 
affordable housing is ‘very 
low’, a council chief says. 

Birmingham City Council leader 
Councillor Ian Ward said the funding 
deal made with the government over 
the village did not allow for many 
homes to be converted. 

It was announced at the Conserv¬ 
ative Party Conference in Birming¬ 
ham that the government would be 
providing £165 million in funding to 
help build the new Athletes Village 
in Perry Barr ready for the Games in 
four years’ time. 

As well as the accommodation, the 
money will be used for a wider regen¬ 
eration of the Perry Barr area, with 
a further 3,500 homes on top of the 
1,500 being built for the village. 

Converted 

Construction is due to begin next 
year, with the village being converted 
into housing once the games finish. 

Councillor Ward, speaking on a 
Commonwealth Games panel, said 
very few of the initial 1,500 homes 
would be turned into social or afforda¬ 
ble housing, but there was more scope 
for the homes in Perry Barr. 

He said: “In order to make the num¬ 
bers work to deliver the village there’s 
a very low number of social or afforda¬ 
ble houses that will be built in the 
1,500 properties. 

“But that will be the catalyst for a 
further 2,000 homes to be built in the 
neighbouring facility, and we’ll look to 
drive up social and affordable housing 
off those other 2,000. Our target is 35 
per cent social and affordable hous¬ 
ing.” 


A £60 million aquatics centre for the 
Commonwealth Games ‘will not be a 
white elephant’, it has been claimed. 

The 5,000-seater centre, to include 
an Olympic-sized competition pool, a 
25m diving pool, two activity studios, 
a 12-court sports hall, a 125-station 
gym, a 25-station ladies-only gym, an 
indoor cycling studio, a sauna/steam 
room and a cafe, will then be turned 
into a leisure centre. Concerns have 


been raised about the centre becoming 
a ‘white elephant’ post-Games. 

But MP Dame Caroline Spelman, 
who was Environment Secretary 
during the 2012 Olympics, said: “You 
won’t get a white elephant. You will 
get a great legacy in Sandwell.” 

Councillor Ward, Birmingham City 
Counil leader, said Sandwell would be 
left with the ‘best aquatics centre in 
the country’.

Wipers a 
window 
into past 

Wipers Times, 
Birmingham Rep 

IT’S not the stiff upper lip, 
it is the ability to chortle in 
the face of danger that got 
the average Tommy through 
the horror of the trenches, 
suggests Ian Hislop and 
Nick Newman’s play The 
Wipers Times. It is based 
on the true story of a First 
World War comic newspa¬ 
per produced on a battered 
printing press in Flanders 
by a couple of non-com¬ 
missioned officers, plus a 
sergeant who had been a 
printer in civvy street, with 
contributions from soldiers. 

Hislop sees in the Wipers 
Times (name from mispro- 
noucing Ypres) a similar 
irreverent brand of humour 
as that in his own publica¬ 
tion, Private Eye, and on 
the TV show he co-captains, 
Have I Got News For You. 

The story is presented on 
a sandbagged and barbed 
wired trench-like set, where 
the story of the newspaper’s 
survival in the midst of war 
is punctuated with musical 
hall style skits based on the 
original jokes from 1916 to 
18, along with the comic 
songs favoured by the sol¬ 
diers. There is a strong en¬ 
semble performance, though 
particular credit should go 
to James Dutton as editor 
Captain Roberts and George 
Kemp as his sub-editor 
Lieutenant Pearson. 

There were poignant mo¬ 
ments but a sense of hu¬ 
mour could not be defeated. 
It is a source of pride that 
whilst ‘the Hun’ sang a 
‘Hymn of Hate’, the Tom¬ 
mies responded with jokes 
about sausages. The play 
has now moved to London.

War Horse, Birmingham Hippodrome 

The National Theatre’s acclaimed West 
End play, War Horse, has thundered back 
onto the stage at Birmingham Hippodrome. 

This epic tale of friendship and loss has 
consistently broken records since its debut 
in 2007 and was most adapted for the big 
screen by Steven Spielberg. 

Set in a pastoral Britain, it sets the scene 
in an almost whimsical way. A young and 
impressionable Albert is gifted a headstrong 
foal with whom he forms an exceptional 
bond. This is all shattered, however, when 
the horse is later sold to the Cavalry and 
shipped to France during war’s outbreak. 

Based on the novel by Michael Morpurgo, 
this rings true to many events that sur¬ 
rounded this terrible time. Indeed around 
eight million horses died as a direct result of 
the war, especially in the early stages such 
as the Battle of Marne in 1914 with real 
horse power not match for heavy artillery. 

The life-sized horse puppets are clearly a

huge draw. The Handspring Puppet Com¬ 
pany employs incredible skill in the creation 
of these props but it’s the choreography 
that provides the magic. 

Along with the fluidity of the mechanics, 
all three operators bring the animals to a 
living, breathing reality. One would be for¬ 
given for forgetting this was a wooden shell 
adorned with cloth. 

Other props were used sparingly and the 
interaction almost touched on the delicacy 
and intent of contemporary dance. Clever 
use of space and lighting provided an expan¬ 
sive backdrop of which this terrible war was 
fought.

Corsa GSi offers well-equipped fun

To a certain generation of enthusiasts, 
the GSi moniker will hark back bags of 
nostalgia. The iconic nameplate has graced 
some of Vauxhall’s finest and most sought- 
after machinery, gaining a reputation as the 
badge of a working-class hero. 

It’s been revived this year by the British 
firm - making its return following a 16-year 
absence on the Insignia, but it’s the latest 
application that’s more akin to its roots. 
Introducing the Vauxhall Corsa GSi. 

Not-quite-but-sort-of replacing the Corsa 
VXR, this car is the new flagship of the Corsa 
range - using the chassis of the hatch, but 
toning things back a bit under the bonnet. 

Take a glance at the Vauxhall Corsa GSi, 
and you could be forgiven for thinking it’s a 
VXR. Not only does it use the chassis of that 
car, but more or less all of its look too - save 
for a switch to a single exhaust at the rear. 

Rather than a 1.6-litre powerhouse under 
the bonnet though, this Corsa uses a tweaked 
version of the firm’s 1.4-litre unit. Although 
remapped for the more performance-focused 
application, it’s down on power compared 
with its predecessor - but the result is a car 
designed for younger drivers to run affordably. 

As mentioned, you won’t find the VXR 
engine to match the looks in the Corsa GSi, 
but on paper, its 1.4-litre turbocharged engine 
still sounds like an intriguing proposition for 
the hatch. It delivers 148bhp and 220Nm of 
torque to the front wheels via a six-speed 
manual gearbox, sending it from 0-60mph 
in 8.9 seconds with a 129mph top speed 
possible. As for efficiency, Vauxhall claims 
49.6mpg on the combined cycle, along with 
139g/km C02 emissions. 



There are subtle changes inside 

Sadly, the engine doesn’t quite feel up to 
the same standard as the chassis. Although 
flexible, it doesn’t deliver the punch the car’s 
looks would suggest and despite being up on 
power compared to rivals like the Suzuki Swift 
Sport and Ford Fiesta 1.0 EcoBoost, it doesn’t 
feel any quicker than either - let alone the 
Fiesta ST the GSi is priced around. 

The VXR chassis means it’s fun when the 
corners get twisty. There is tons of grip - no 
doubt as a result of standard-fit Koni selective 
damping - and, although it may not be as 
playful as rivals, it just sticks to the tarmac. 

As an all-rounder, it remains as usable as 
the Corsa always has been. Visibility is decent 
all-round, and steering is light enough in city 
mode for it to not be a daunting prospect 
around town. 

The Corsa GSi is a car that looks much 
faster than it really is. Its VXR-based chassis 
measn it sits lower than the regular car, and 
a bold body kit - complete with rear wing - 
gives it an aggressive presence on the road. 


Other subtle differences that mark the GSi 
out include tinted rear windows, a carbon- 
effect wrap on the grille and wing mirrors - 
plus LED daytime running lights for no extra 
cost. As standard, it features 17-inch alloy 
wheels - but we’d recommend going for the 
18-inch option to add to the bolder look. 

On offer is the usual boxy, yet sturdy interior 
trimmings as found on the regular car - with 
some subtle differences added to separate it 
from the rest of the range. 


Sports-style front seats come as standard 
(although we’d suggest going for the optional 
Recaro), as does a flat-bottomed leather 
steering wheel. The Corsa GSi hasn’t seen 
practicality compromised either - still offering 
285 litres of boot space. 

On top of all the racey-looking body bits and 
VXR mechanicals, other standard equipment 
includes a seven-inch touchscreen system 
with Android Auto and Apple CarPlay, air 
conditioning, sports-style front seats, cruise 


control and a heated windscreen. Its low, 20E 
insurance group make it a tantalising prospect 
for young drivers. 

Perhaps a Vauxhall Corsa GSi is a great 
choice for the young enthusiast who wants 
something fun to drive and sporty-looking yet 
well-equipped and cheap to insure. By those 
accounts, it ticks all the boxes. 

It’s a good car in a segment currently full of 
great ones. 

At least room remains for a VXR return....

YOU would be hard-pressed to find a 
physio who has been around in non- 
league longer than Gavin Blackwell. 

Having treated thousands of injuries 
and travelled thousands of miles, Black- 
well is now in the 31st season of doing 
what he loves.

Blackwell’s mantra is ‘keeping the show on 
the road’ and that sometimes means compro¬ 
mises have to be made. 

Giving an insight into what the role entails, 
he said: “The physiotherapist is part of the 
backroom team. 

“At our level, this is using a squad of players 
of about 16 to 18. A difficult equation and one 
that doesn’t work a great deal of the time. 

“There are always at least two long-term in¬ 
juries who are definitely out of the next game, 
and a string of running repairs who will play 
but have to be nursed from training until the 
last minute. 

“Add to that suspensions, simple illness, and 
you can see that a good deal of juggling goes on.

“Against this background, the physiothera¬ 
pist has to make clinical judgement in the first 
place and then understand the manager’s di¬ 
lemma and help to keep the show on the road, 
with pragmatic compromises. 

“The long-term injuries are not up for discus¬ 
sion and are accepted as being non-combatant 
for the moment. 

“The short term, grey area injuries - the 
slight thigh strain, the slight tweaked ankle, 
the direct kicks and knocks suffered in training 
- raise the question ‘Fit for Saturday?’ and that 
isn’t a criticism, just a statement of fact of how 
it is, and how it has to be. 

Advanced 

“The club is in the business of playing foot¬ 
ball matches, fielding teams and hopefully win¬ 
ning.” 

Blackwell has had the honour of being part of 
many successful sides, too. 

The Southern League Cup, the Southern 
League Midland Division title and the Northern 
Premier League play-offs are just a few things 
he has been involved in winning over his many 
years. 


Technology has advanced drastically in 
Blackwell’s time as a physio - there are so many 
ways injuries can be treated now, and steps to 
take to prevent them. 

There only used to be one substitute when he 
started, too but things are very different now 
with up to five allowed in non league. 

But he insists the fundamentals of the role 
remain the same. 

“The more things change the more they stay 
the same,” said Blackwell. 

“The progress in surgical procedures have 
cut down the post- operative physiotherapy 
dramatically. We have also been helped by ad¬ 
vances in surgery, rehabilitation and diagnosis. 
When I started the only investigation was an 
x-ray. 

“Now we have CT scan, MRI scans, ultra¬ 
sound scans, and isotype bone scans. Together 
with surgery advancements, especially to the 
knee and the anterior cruciate ligament inju¬ 
ries, we have it all. 

“No matter how much techniques, facilities, 
budgets and the nuts and bolts change, though, 
you still need the right people to implement 
these and to motivate the players through a 
sometimes difficult and desperate period in 
their career.” 

Slog 

In his first 31st year, Blackwood loves the 
game as much as ever. 

He has no plans to call it a day anytime soon 
and added: “It can be a slog, particularly if 
things aren’t going well. 

“Evening training, travelling, playing games 
going through the range of emotions together 
can take its toll. 

“It can be a 24/7 existence for 10 months of 
the year. You have to have a certain mindset 
to deal with it. You become obsessed with the 
game. I need to be with the team at all times,” 
he added. 

“Holidays can only be booked around June 
time and public holidays, weddings, parties and 
other social events have to take a back seat. 
Football is in my blood and it is a way of life.” 


Stewart to debut at 
world championship 

BILSTON’S Elliot Stewart is set to make his debut at the International 
Blind Sports Federation (IBSA) World Judo Championships in November. 

Stewart, son of 1988 Olympic bronze medallist Dennis Stewart, lost most 
of his sight at the start of 2017 and has only been fighting at international 
level since August 2017. 

However, he has already won bronze medals at the Tashkent and Antalya 
World Cups. 

His brother Max is also a high-level judoka and is looking to qualify for 
the Tokyo 2020 Olympic Games. British Judo performance director Nigel 
Donohue - who has selected an eight-strong squad - said: “As always, we’re 
excited to take on the best in the world at a major championships. 

“The standard of visually-impaired judo is improving year on year but 
our judoka are showing that they are of the level with some fantastic results 
in this cycle. There’s still a lot of hard work to be done but we’re confident 
the results will come.” 


BD0 champ Durrant 
set for Grand Slam 

GLEN Durrant will return to the Grand Slam of Darts in Wolverhampton 
next month. The British Darts Organisation (BDO) world champion will be 
part of the 32-player field at Aldersley Leisure Village this year while the 
Civic Hall undergoes refurbishment. 

He will be joined by former Lakeside champion Scott Mich ell, who will 
be making his fourth Grand Slam appearance, and Lakeside Championship 
runner-up Mark McGeeney, who featured in the 2017 tournament. 

Dutchman Wesley Harms will also return to the Grand Slam for the first 
time in four years, having previously competed on three occasions. 

Newly-crowned World Masters champion Adam Smith-Neale will be 
making his Wolverhampton debut, along with Jim Williams, Gary Robson 
and Michael Unterbuchner. 

It is the only tournament of the year the two main darts organisations 
come together - with Professional Darts Corporation world champion Rob 
Cross and world No.l Michael van Gerwen set to lead the PDC challenge.

ATHLETICS returns to the Arena Birmingham in 2019 with two prestig¬ 
ious meetings early in the new year. 

British Athletics kick off the indoor season with the SPAR British Ath¬ 
letics Indoor Championships on February 9 and 10. As well as deciding who 
is crowned one of 26 British champions from the schedule of events, the 
weekend of action will also determine which athletes represent Great Brit¬ 
ain & Northern Ireland at the European Indoor Championships in Glasgow 
from March 1-3. 

A week after the 63rd renewal of the SPAR indoor championships, super- 
stars of track and field headline the Muller Indoor Grand Prix Birmingham, 
ranked as the best one-day indoor meeting in the world. 

Over the years this meeting has seen British stars such as Sir Mo Farah, 
Dina Asher-Smith and Laura Muir regularly appear alongside the world’s 
very best athletes and 2019’s event will see more world-class head-to-heads 
expected to compete.

RETURN TO 
THE CLASSIC TT 



Andrew Davies’ love of two-stroke TZR 250cc Yamahas has shaped his racing career 


A LOVE of classic motorbikes 
has taken Andrew Davies 
across the UK and around the 
iconic Isle of Man TT circuit 
during his 15-year club racing 
career. 

Sitting behind a desk by day, working 
as a finance director at a Black Coun¬ 
try business, Davies spends most of 
his evenings and weekends in his shed 
working on race-winning bikes. 

His love of two-stroke TZR 250cc Yamahas has 
shaped his racing career. 

“I kept blasting round on the roads and ended 
up in a hedge one day, so I thought I’d better give 
track racing a go,” says Davies, from Stourbridge. 

Won 

“After a few track days I got the bug and in 
my first full season I won the championship, 
which was the Streetstock 400 for bikes that had 
an MOT. That was when I bought my first two- 
stroke TZR 250cc Yamaha but I was up against 
400cc four-stroke machines. 

“I did that for a couple of years but then some 
riders started turning up with a one-day MOT, 
which meant they were pretty much proper race 
bikes. 

“With my budget I didn’t stand a chance of 
winning, despite still coming in the top three. 
I’ve always done all my own bike prep and tuned 
my own engines but I was just spending more 
and more time working on it just to compete, but 
it taught me a lot.” 

The 48-year-old then moved into the Formula 
400 class. “I would usually at least get a top 10 
finish but then I had a go at the 250GP race 
class,” he said. “Picking up another bike and tak¬ 
ing it out against the factory-support teams was 
a real eye-opener. Again, I was spending so much 
money on them, especially clutches and tyres, but 
I was not getting any battles, which is what you 
want when you’re racing. 


“I changed back to the Yamaha Past Masters 
class in 2007, which is what I’ve stuck with ever 
since. It’s for Rd 350 LC’s, YPVS, and TZR 250 
bikes and since entering that I’ve been involved 
with some brilliant racing because the riders are 
so evenly matched. 

Davies sold that bike in 2009 to Graham Hig- 
glet, from Norwich, who went on to win the 
championship on it twice. “It was me who was 
maintaining it for him too,” said Davies, who 
then moved into the F400 Sub-64 class in 2010 
- for bikes with less than 64 break horsepower - 
up to 400cc engine size. 

“I went also on to win the Sub-64 class cham¬ 
pionship and carried on with that for a couple 


of years. I then moved back to the Yamaha Past 
Masters class and converted my road bike back 
into a race bike, finishing in the top five.” 

Away from the circuits, the lure of racing his 
prized classic bikes on the roads was too much to 
ignore. There was no better place to try his hand 
than at the Classic TT. Despite winning and 
clocking an average lap speed of 96mph around 
the iconic 37.73-mile mountain course, he was 
refused entry in 2015 and forced to drop out in 
2016 and 2017 due to operations. 

“I came back this year because I knew I was fi¬ 
nally 100 per cent fit again,” he said. “I increased 
my lap speed to 98mph despite having a rubbish 
practice week, blighted by the weather.” 


Longmore’s 
final round 
heartbreak 

THE Darley Moor Road Racing Cham¬ 
pionship again proved to be a successful 
hunting ground for Black Country and 
Staffordshire club racers. 

The Stars at Darley final round also 
attracted some of the biggest names 
in the business with British Superbike 
racer Richard Cooper sealing two wins at 
the biggest meeting of the day. 

A certain 23-time TT winner, John 
McGuinness, was also out on his silver 
Norton around the Derbyshire circuit. 

All the championships had to be de¬ 
cided at the final round with 36 points 
up for grabs in each single across all 
classes. 

Burntwood’s Lloyd Shelley - despite 
missing more than two months with a 
back injury - won his race to confirm an¬ 
other Formula 600 title. 

Anthony Eades and Wolverhampton 
passenger Keith Box took the Open 
Sidecar Championship, as, leading by 
eight points, their nearest rivals failed 
to finish. 

There was heartbreak for 15-year- 
old McCauley Longmore, from Coppice 
Farm, Willenhall, who saw mechanical 
problems scupper his title hopes. 

Chris Moore was able to lift the Clas¬ 
sic 350 Championship when his nearest 
challenger, Dudley’s Mark Cockerton, 
failed to finish the third lap and ended 
the season second in the championship. 

Wednesbury’s Neil Lloyd suffered 
more technical problems, but finished 
third in the Formula Darley class race.
